CONNECTING THE PHONE 

Cautions: 

A You must use a Class 2 power source that supplies 9V 
DC and delivers 200 mA. Its center tip must be set to 
positive and its plug must fit the phene's DC 9V 200 mA 
jack. The supplied adapter meets these specifications. Using an 
adapter that dees net meet these specifications could damage the 
phone or the adapter. 

• Always connect the AC adapter to the phone befere you connect 
it to AC power. When yeu finish, disconnect the adapter from AC 
power before you disconnect it from the phone.

READ THIS FIRST 


The adapter powers the light. 


We have designed your telephone to conform to federal regulations 
and you can connect it to most telephone lines. However, each device 
you connect to the phene line draws power frem it. This power draw is 
the device’s Ringer Equivalence Number, or REN. The REN is on the 
bottem of your phone. 

If you are using more than one phone or other device on the line, add 
up all the RENs. If the total is more than five (or three in rural areas) 
your phones might not ring. If ringer operatien is impaired, remove one 
of the devices from the line. 

If your phone causes preblems on the phone line, the telephone com- 
pany can disconnect your service. The phone company tries te notify 
you in advance. If advance notice is not practical, the telephone com- 
pany notifies you as soon as possible and advises yeu ef your right to 
file a cemplaint with the FCC. 

The phone company can also make changes to its lines, equipment, 
operations, or procedures that could affect the phone’s operation. The 
phone company notifies you in advance, so you can take the neces- 
sary steps to prevent interruptien ef your phone service. 

FCC STATEMENT 

Your telephone complies with Part 68 of the FCC Rules. You must, 
upon request, provide the FCC registration number and the REN te 


• The USOC number of the jack to be installed is RJ11C (RJ11W fer 
a wall jack). 


You can set the phone on a flat surface or mount it directly on a wall or 
a wallplate. 

To mount the phone directly on a wall, drill two 
holes 3 '®/i 6 Inches apart, then thread a screw (not 
supplied) Into each hole, letting the head extend 
about ^/i6 Inch from the wall. Connect the supplied 
long modular cord to the phone’s line jack and route 
it through the slot on the base’s bottom. Insert the 
AC adapter’s barrel plug into the DC 9V 200 mA 
jack. Fit the keyhole slots over the screw heads and 
slide the phone downward to secure It. Plug the line 
cord into the wall jack and the power cord Into the 
AC outlet. 



To mount the phone on a wall plate, connect the supplied 
short modular cord and the AC power cord. Fit the key- 
hole slots over the wall plate studs and slide the phone 
downward to secure it.

USING THE PHONE 


Use a paper clip or other 
pointed object to lift the 
telephone number index 
card. 


Press the switchhook 
to disconnect a call. 


Press REDIAL to dial the 
last number dialed (up to 
31 tone or 32 pulse digits). 



Set to TONE or PULSE to match 
the type of service you have. If 
you have pulse (rotary) service, 
you can switch to TONE during a 
call to use tone services. 


Press FLASH instead of the 
switchhook for special services 
such as Call Waiting. 

Note: If you do not subscribe to 
any special services, pressing 
FLASH might disconnect the 
call. 


Press VOLUME to adjust the vol 
ume to a comfortable listening 
level — normal, high, and the 
highest. 


Plug the handset 
cord into the jacks on 
the base and hand- 
set. 
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Set the ringer switch Off/Lo/HI to HI for a high- 
volume ring or Lo for a low-volume ring, or to 
turn off the ringer. You can make calls with 
the ringer off, and you can receive calls if you 
hear another phone on the same line ringing. 


Set the Off/On light switch to On 
to turn on the neon light, or Off to 
turn off the light. 

Note: Regardless of the neon 
light switch setting, the neon 
light turns off when you pick up 
the handset, and flashes when 
the phone rings. 


CARE 

Keep the phone dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediateiy. Use and store the phone only in normal temperature environments. Handle the phone 
carefully; do not drop it. Keep the phone away frem dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cleth occasionally to keep it loeking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the phone’s internal components can cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty and void your FCC autho- 
rization to operate it. If your phone is not performing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for assistance. If the trouble is affecting the 
telephone lines, the phone company can ask you to disconnect your phone until you have resolved the problem.
